A despatch to the Times from Teheran, 
Persia, reports that fourteen Inindred 
bodies hnvo ))eeii recovered frona llie 
ruins which resulted from the reeenl 
earthiiuake oil the Island of .Kishni, in 
the Persian );iilf, the inhabitant ol 
whieh were estimated to number 6,000, 
inosLly Arabs. 

The .Secretary of State for Imlia, Lord 
Georj^e IJaiiiiltoii, replying in the 1 louse 
of Coinuiona to <iiieHtiona based uii the 
statement made in tin; Indian prca.H that 
only 24,000 of the whole British garrison 
were free from contagious di8e.^He3 in 
EoniR shape or other, and that 5LJ'2 per 
1,000 of tiie troops were actually incapa- 
citated by disease, admitted that therC' 
were 522 hospital cases per 1,000, but 
explained that this did not mean 622 
men, the average permanent incapacita- 
tion beinc 46 per 1,000. He added that 
a department commission was now in- 
quiring into the subject, and on the le- 
ceipf of its report tlie fiovernment will 
carefully consider the wliole question. 

'I i.H eeini-odicially announced in Paris 
that Haron IJe Jlotirenlieiui, the liussiiui 
ambassador, lias informed IM. Hanntaus, 
the minister for foieip;a ad'airs, that the 
Czar has ordered Count iMuravioff, the 
newly appointed IJiiK.sian minister of 
foreign allaire, to visit Paris so us to be 
presented to President Fan re and enter 
into relations with the French ministers 
before returning to St. Petersburg. 
Count Muravioir will arrive in Paris on 
Thursday and he will be tendered a ban- 
quet at the palace of the Elysee.

The novelist was mar- 
ried when very young, and her husband 
died six years after the marriage, leav- 
ing her with three girls. la 1883 she 
was married to Henry Hangerford , of 
Cafairmore. She is the mother of ei.\- 
tiny children, every one of whom bears 
a striking resemblance to the author of 
''Phyllis." Mrs. ]Iun)rerford was the 
daui^hter of tlie late Canon Uamiltoii, 
who waa the rector of one of the oldest 
churches in Ireland.

Rossi..\Ni>, Jan. 26.— (Special) — The 
Kootenay tunnel, which is now 400 feet 
long and 100 feet in on the Columbia 
ground, has opened up an eight-foot ore 
body.

A double compartment shaft is beiii!^ 
sunk from No. 2 tunnel of the War Eagle 
and is yielding aalonishing assays since 
the new owners resumed work. The last 
obtained ran over $2il0, much the high- 
est grade ore ever found in the mine. 

According to the weekly renorta of the 
Kusalaud Miner there are now nine reg- 
ularly Bhij)ping mines in the camp.

The latter are on the verge of starvation 
and are only saved from it by the gov- 
ernment relief work, which onahlftq 
them to earn enough money to at least 
keep body and soul together while await- 
ing the brighter state of aflairs which 
recent rains are expected to provide later 
in the year. 

It is estimated that fully one-tenth of 
the cattle in this district have already 
perished from lack ot food, and the num- 
ber will undoubtedly beconfiiderably in- 
creased between now and the advent of

After a lengthy dis- 
cussion upon the plague, famine and In- 
dian UnaiiceH, the liouse of Commons 
finally voted the address to the Queen. 

The amendment of Sir William Wed- 
derbnrn, Bart., member fromBanil'shire, 
Radical, who has lived a great tinufin 
ladia and who presided over the fifth Ind- 
ian National Congress at IBombay , calling 
for a minute independent inquiry into 
condition ol the mafises, was rejected by 
a vote of 217 to 90. Sir William Wed- 
derburn contended that the people were 
in a state of chronic destitution, assert- 
ing that the cause of the evil were the 
usurers, the Hyatein of taxation ami the 
civic courta, which, he added, were un- 
fitiitable for Indian intelligence. 

During the debate j\lr. Mancherje(! 
Bliowanagree, monibiir for the North- 
east (liviHion ol Bethual Green, Conser- 
vative (reureseutative of what may be 
termed the anti-Congress party of India), 
opi)oseil theamendment upon the ground 
that it would cccito discontent in India. 

Ijord George Hamilton, secretary of 
state for India, said that theamendment 
eir.anated from the Indian national con- 
giees, which, he explained, always at- 
tacked the British nation. Continuing 
the secretary of state for India 
said that tlie in(|uiry as proposed was 
ini practicable, lie maintained that the 
state of tiie masses in India had improv- 
ed of late years, but he admitted Llmt 
the present famine oll'ered occasion for 
an inquiry. 

Sir Henry Fowler, Liberal member fo^'

FltlGlPOUh EXPLOSION. 

Fire at Berlin Gas Company's Works— Sev- 
eral Fatalities— Recovery or Otlier 

Victims Doubtful. 

Behi.i.v, Ont., Jan. 26. — .A lire -which 
has already resulted in one fatality, and 
through which other lives may be lost, 
happened here this evening at 7 :30. Two 
frightful explosions were heard from the 
Gas Company's works and the next in- 
stant the whole building wa.s a roaring 
mass of llames, Those who arrivt.'d lirst 
on the scene found F. Carl. Breataup, 
manager of the Gas Coini)aiiy, lying on 
the low roof of the .'ihed adjoin- 
ing the burning building. He was 
removed to Dr. Bolby's residence 
in an imconsciouu state and liis 
recovery is very doubtful. A workman, 
named Weller was found in an uncon- 
scious state near the building, and bis 
recovery is also doubtful. By this time 
the firemen luul got their hose into 
operation and wJiile at work they were 
startled by hearing cries for help' from 
I lie Liurniiig maps. I'wo lireiiien rusht'Ll 
into the teeth of the llames while others 
turnetl the hose on them, and by this 
means they were enabled to get at the 
imi)riaoned man. .Before they got him 
out he waa dead, lie was AVilliam Aid- 
rich, the ele(;tri<;ian. It is not known 
what i.'uuhed the explosion.

Wanamaker's Big Dry Goods Establishment 
Chicago's Bitter EipeneilCeS— Mis- Oestroyed-Loss About Three Million 



sonri Klver .Frozen Solid- 
Great Loss of Cattle, 



Wasnis'OTON, Jan. 2.0— The weather 
■bureau ordered Btorm aignalB ap_ all, 
along the Atlantic coast from New York 
city to Eastport. The reports received 
by the weather bureau show the intense 
cold wave to be general over the entire 
United States, and there are no iu'dica- 
tiona of relief within the next twenty- 
four hours. The temperature lias fallen 
couaiderably in the Southern and Middle 
Atlantic atatea, and it baa risen slowly 
in the Missouri and Upper Miaaisalppi 
valley, and over the greijter portion of 
(ho lake regions. It continues below 
zero as far south aa the Oliio valley, and 
it is below freezing on the Texas coast 
and general in the interior of the CtuU 
Btatcs. The weather is generally clear 
to-night except in the St. Lawrence 
valley, the Clulf states and Central 
llocky 'mountain districts, where local 
snows are reported. 

New York, Jan. 2G.— Local Weather 
Obaerver Dunn Bays there is uo break 
in the cold wave, and this morning zero 
•weather covers all the country from 
Pennsylvania westward to the Rocky 
Mountains. There has been but little 
change in the temperature daring the 
last twenty-four hours except that it has 
Ijecoino colder in the gulf states, warmer 
over the lower lake reuioiis, New Eng- 
land states and Canatlii. Light enow ia 
leported from eastern sections ot Canada 
and at Galveston, Texas. 

Chicago, Jan. 25,— Only oi.e death 
from cold has been reported to the po- 
lice up to noon yesterday, that of Fred 
A. Buscb, tive years old, who succumbed 
•to exposure. Tiie aiiihuhuice, however, 
■was kept buav conveying pooplo to the 
noapitala with feet and hiunia frozen. 
George Grant was found iu a freight car 
near North atreet almost dead, with iiis 
feet Dadly frozeA. They will have to be 
amputated. Tlie work of clearing the 
do>^u.town streets of snow has been 
abandoned on accoont of the intense 
cold. Many men had no gloves or over- 
coats and nearly every hai.d was frost- 
bitten. 

■ The mean temperature yesterday was 
15 degrees below zero, which is quite the 
lowest Chicago ever experienced. "While 
there have been days when the temper- 
ature in Chicago was 20 below or lower, 
the minimum temperatures upon those 
oci.Msions have been so much higher than 
th« maximum temperature that the du- 
bious distinction of being the coldest day 
in the history of the city wili remain 
with January 23, 1897. 

Only one time do the records of the 
vreather bureau show that the thermom- 
eter reached a lower point than yeater- 
dav. That was on December 24, 1S72, 
wlu-n it reached 23 below. But It lasted 
only the briefest time. Then the tem- 
perature rose to 4 above zero, making 
the average for the dav much warmer 
than yesterday, when the change from 
20 to 10 was slow. It took nine hours 
for the mercury to climb up 10 points. 

C:i account of the intense cold Sunday 
Lake Michigan presented a beautiful 
Bight. Clouds of vapor, caused by the 
diirerence of temperature between the 
atmosphere and the surface of the water 
were driven from shore by the liigh 
westerly wind and swept eastward in 
great sheets. Aa fur aa the eye could 
reach, from north to south, the phenom- 
enon was observed. At times this vapor 
would roll upward iu coiling massea not 
nnliko that seen in geyaer regions, and 
the remark was frequently heard, " the 
lake ia boilina." M indowa of residences 
fronting on the lake were filled moat of 
the day with people who never seemed 
to tire of watching the beautiful and 
ever- changing scene. Tiie heavy fog 
which enveloped tlie down-town district 
made the coKi daii<;cTOug.

PiiiLADULPiiiA, Pa., Jan.,20.-7The big- 
gest flro that has visited this city in 
vears ia now raging in the block bound- 
ed by Thirteenth, Jqniper, Market and 
Filbert streets. The iaamea originated in 
the hasemint of Hanacomb Bros, big 
urocery store at 1,317 Market street. The 
names quickly jumped to Eennet's res- 
taurant on the east and and the big um- 
brella store of Hirach Bros, on the west. 
All the buildings were six stories high, 
and nothing but the walls are standing. 
The cloak store of Blum Bros., adjoining 
Hirsch Bros., is now on tire, and cannot 
be saved. The flames communicated to 
the eight-story buildingof Buulap Bros., 
fancy painters, 1,310 and 1,318 Filbert 
atreot. , ■ , , 

The roof and tower oi John Wana- 
maker's big dry gooda store pn the aouth 
side of Market, nearly opposite the fire, 
is ablaze, and the firemen have turned 
their attention to saving the biggest dry 
goods house in America. The weather 
is bitterly cold and this rendera the 
work of the firemen more difficult. A 
general alarm has been sent in, but 
there are several small lirea in other 
parts of the city and the entire depart- 
ment cannot bo got together as yet. 

At 10 a.m. the lire in Wanamaker's 
is confined to the Market street end 
and unless something uuforseen occurs 
tbo flames will do comparatively little 
damage to that immense structure. 
The big ornamental tower at the 13th 
and Market streets corner of the store is 
completely gutted. The tower con tained 
a handsome clock and a chime of bells. 
Theae fell with a great craah through to 
the basement. At 9 a.m., the roof of 
the building, which covera the large 
block bounded by Chestnut, Market, 
18th and Juniper streets was filled with 
city firemen and members of Wana- 
maker's Ure brigade. Mr. Wanaiuaker 
was on the scene early this morning, be- 
fore the high wind carried the flames 
across Market street from the building 
in which the fire originated, to his store. 
At the present time the employes num- 
ber 4,200 people. 

Aa many of the men in this army of 
employes as were of use in lighting the 
fljimea were admitted to the store. The 
admirable precautions, that the inflam- 
mable nature of the structure made 
necessarv, made the work of the trained 
brigade effective. Mr. Wanaker said to 
an Associated Press Reporter at 9:30 
a.m. : " The fire is confined to the Mar- 
ket street end of the store, and three 
hours after the firemen are out of the 
place seven-eighths of the atore will be 
readv for business. Mr. Wanamakerwas 
the least concerned man in the great 
crowd, aa he quietly went from one part 
of the establishment to another direct- 
ing the movements of his employes. In 
the meanwhile the firemen were having 
their hands full confining the flames to 
the block in which the fire originated. 
At 9:80 a.m. between fifteen and twenty 
atructaree, some of immenae size, had 
been completely gutted. Shortly after 
9 o'clock two firemen wfere hurt by a 
falling wall. 

About thirty baildinfia were destroyed 
and the money loss will reach n^rly 
!f3,000,000. 

While the fire was at its height an 
emi)loye of the carpet firm of Ivins Dietz 
& Co., whose building is a block below 
that devastated by the flames on Market 
street, was overcome by the excitement 
and suddenly dropped dead. James Fur- 
long, proprietor of a saloon on tlie cor- 
ner of Juniper and Filbert streets, is 
critically ill of pneumonia. When the 
Hames began to eat their way to his 
place, a squad of firemen carried him 
from his bed into Blake street to a near- 
by hotel. The excitement and siiock 
may cost him his life. Shortly before 
noon a second fireman was injured. He 
is William Gorman, aged 32 years, as- 
sistant foreman of company No. He

VAHCOtlVER. 

VANCOHvaR, Jan. 26. — ^The contract 
for building the Phoenix cannery atDix- 
on'a Point has been let. The cannery 
will be run on tlio co-oporativeplan. 

Bert Sliallon, of the steamer Charmer, 
has become a partner with A. Rosa in 
the lieal Estate saloon. 

The fnneral of the late John Moss, 
brother of the late Chief Justice Moss, 
took place yesterday to the Vancouver 
cemetery. The fnneral was largely at- 
tended. 

N. C. Schou last night presented an 
anti-Chinese petition to the council for 
signature and seal. Tlie matter was laid 
over, after Aid. Pointer and Shaw had 
warned the council aeainst taking such 
a hostile step against China. 

The Trades and Labor Council have 
presented their platform of municipr.l 
reform. The followine are some of the 
planks: No (|uali]Qcation for municipal 
offieers; exemption for improvements; 
eisiht hours a day's labor; a recreation 
i^round at ytanley park ; the [luhlication 
of the city accounts. Tlie mutter was 
laid over. 

A deputation from the Woman's 
Council interviewed the city council last 
evening, asking; that a ward for the 
temporary lodj^inent of the insane, and 
■a woman's ward he built to the hospital, 
and to have the charter amended bo that 
women should be elegible to run for 
school trustees. 

The usual permission to Cliinese to 
celebrate their New Year has been re- 
fused by the council, owing no doubt to 
the anti Ohineae wave which is sweep- 
ing over Vancouver. 

A strong memorial dealing with the 
question of a railway ' from the Coast to 
Kootenay, will be signed and sealed by 
the council and sent to Ottawa. 

Excitement has been aroused in min- 
Idr circles here by an attack in the 
" Statist," of London, Eng., on the sys- 
tem of iloatin;; JJritieh Columbia miiiinf: 
companies by means of non-assessable 
stock issued at big Jiscounts. 

Tlie Statist gibbets a number of these 
companies by name, and adds that it 
learns that Eastern Canada is being in- 
undated by doubtful undertakings thus 
huanced. It warns British investors 
that though there ia mach gold in Brit- 
ish Columbia, tliey mast be uncommon- 
ly careful of investing in British Colum- 
bia mines, even if high names appear on 
the directorates. 

Opinion here among conservative min- 
ing men favors the abandonment of the 
method of a large nominal caj)italization 
of mines with shares issued at a dis- 
count, and many hope that provincial 
legislation will put an end to this difh- 
culty. 

Meanwhile mining operations are 
steadily developing within easy reach of 
Vancouver, and almost within the city 
limits boring for coal will iuunediately 
begin, whilst opposite the city, in North 
Vancouver, many prospectors are busy 
at work on free milling gold claims, the 
perifaanent value of which is as yet un- 
ascertained. There is, however, no 
doubt as to the richness and extent of 
the gold and copper deposits of Jervis 
Inlet and Fhillip'ti Arm, both coast dis- 
tricts within easy reach by water of Van- 
couver. 

CHEMAiNUS. 
Chemadjus, Jan. 25. — Rev. Solomon 
Cleaver, of the Metropolitan Methodist 

church, Victoria, delivered a lecture in 
the new Methodist church on the 18th 
instant. Tne subject, " The Concjuest 
of Mexico," was very interesting and in- 
structive. 

The concert announced for the 14th 
instant was largely attended and $10 
realized. 

Mr. Niclinlas, Indian missionary at 
Duncan, paid a vii-it to the Chemainus 
rancherie on Tuesday last. 

Rev. Mr. llicka.of Victoria G.S.J. P., 
was present at a seeeion of tlie lod<;e at 
Chemainus Wednesday afternoon. 

Rev. Mr. Welsh, Baptist minister, 
held service in the new hall Sunday 
evening. 

PUALICUM. 

Qiialici;m. Jan. IS. — A representative 
jiublic moetiiif:- held at the tjaalicum 
school-house on January 1(3 unanimously 
j)aseod a resolution requesting the Pro- 
vincial Government to erect a wharf at 
that place. It was pointed out at the 
iiieeliiig by Messrs. James Clarkson, J. 
Haiina, William I'illar, ,1. 1'., Henry Lee 
and others that, besides lurniHlnnt; 
means of communication for some HO or 
40 settlers, some of whom are at present 
dependent upon the most uncertain ways 
of obtaining supplies, while others are at 
a great distance from the wharf, it would 
also serve the gold mines around Camer- 
on Lake and at (iualicum. There is 
much good land in this neighborhood 
which would be settled if supplies couki 
be obtained more easily. The wharf 
could be built in a sheltered bay, free 
from rocks, with a sandy bottom appa^r- 
ently good for [lile-driving. Its cost will 
not be excessive, considering that no 
connecting road is needed, as it is on the 
Comox main road and in 'direct com- 
munication with the Alberni main road, 
being the iiearcBt point on the East 
Coast to Allierni, 

CARIBOO. 

(From tlie B.C. MlniiiK Journnl.) 
A postmortem examination on the body 
of the Chinaman supposed to have com- 
mitted suicide in his cabin on the Eraser 
at Pavilion a weeks ago, resulted in a 
verdict that deceased came to his death 
by strangling at the hands of unknown 
jiarties. An examination of the cabin 
by the jury brought to light the fact that 
someone hail been there at the time or 
shortly after the deed had been com- 
mitted. 

Charles Pennie, of Penniestown, says 
that a number of quartz claims are lo- 
cated in the vicinity of his ranch, and 
bo had with bim some good specimens 
pf copper ore of very much the same 
titiaracier of ore us that of Kamloopa. 



It seems to be conclusive that the same 
mineral belt runs through the section of 
country from Kamloops to Lillooet, and 
Ashcroft would seem to be directly in 
the zone. New locations are being made 
every day in this section. 

On the Laird claim on Willow river 
the drift ia in nearly 300 feet, and if 
things continne.to Royell Mr. Ltiird. ex- 
pects by March 1 to be at a point where 
he can tap the river bed at its lowest 
level. Too much 'credit cannot be ac- 
corded Mr. Laird for the persistency 
with which he has pursued the search 
for the old Willow river channel and his 
reward now seems within reach. 

Some fine looking galena ore has been 
exhibited in Ashcroft. It was broucht 
down from Cariboo by Mr. Si)ittle, a 
Ijrospeetor, who stater that lie has a 
ledge four feet in width distinctly trace- 
able for a long distance. The ore is with- 
out doubt high grade. The ledge, the 
owner claims, is on the right bank of 
Cariboo lake, about thirtv miles from the 
Forks. 

The quartz in Barkerville district is 
undergoing a boom at present, Mr. 
Marsh having gatherud up all the idle 
men in town to develop the various 
quartz ledges in this vicinity. 

Reports are that stock is doing_ well, 
but some young cattle had their feet 
frozen during the exceedingly cold spell 
in November. 

Work on Sldugh creek is progressing 
well but slowly. Very bad ground has 
been encountered by the drift, but work 
is steadily going .ahead. 

•Vbotit'-'O men will lie put to work on 
a (iiiaitz proposition near Barkerville 
witiiiii a few days by an l<;nglisli syiuii 
cate which owns some valuable ijuartz 
jirojierties. 

A large body of iiuartz has been locat- 
ed by Hvaiis lirothers on the Thompson 
river. The quartz looks well, and if it 
is found to carry gold to the value of 
even a few dollars it will be extremely 
valuable, 

J. F. Fleshman says that within the 
j]ast week more than a dozen quartz 
claims have been staked about three 
miles back of Agassiz. The rock is said 
to bo free milling and gives returns of 
:f 12 per ton in gold. 

NEW DENVER. 

(From the LedRC.)

Three Forks. Work will be done on the 
ftlonitor lead, which runs tArough the 
Daisy.

STATUTE REVISION. 

Qur evening contemporary's criticiBm 
which is'Ionnded on tbe aBsertions that 
$25,000 waa set apart by tbe Legislature 
to meet tlie expense of Statute Revision 
and that, at the last session, the Govern- 
ment promised tlie House that " two 
iidditional Commisaiouers should be ap- 
pointed immediately, a fresh Oommia- 
sion should be appointed, and that tbe 
work of Statute Beviaion sboald be 
carried out by three revisers from that 
time," might have some force were it 
DOC for the trilling circumstance that 
^;ii5,000 was not set apart for the pur 
poEt' monlioncd, and that the promise 
above sot out was not made by the Gov- 
ernment to the Uouse. 

To have changed the drafting of the 
revision when it was half done and the 
remainder laid out according to a defin- 
ite plan, and to have imported into the 
work new men and new motbode, tliere- 
by upsetting what had already been 
done, would have been most unwlae, be- 
sides being attended with large addi- 
tional expense. If it could have been 
shown that the work, so far as it had 
proceeded, wiis badly done, or faulty, 
or that the plan being followed was ob- 
jectionable, a change mipht have been 
imperative; but this waa not 
the case. At the outset a de- 
termined onslaught was made on some 
of the statutes proposed for introiluction 
and it waa boldly proclaimed by some 
that, in one Act at least, which bappen- 
to be the first one taken up by the 
House, a startling and vital change in 
the law had been introduced by the Com- 
missioner; "and,'' argued tbe objectors, 
'* if we find this in the first Statute we 
take up, what may we expect of the re- 
mainder?" After days of wrestling 
with this monstrous dilfieulty the objec- 
tors woke up to fuul that tliere was no 
change whatever in the Ivevisor'a work 
from the spirit of existing hnv, and tliat 
they themselves wore at fault for iiaving 
overlooked a change in the law adopted 
by the Legislature a few years previous- 
ly. The House had, in fact, been wres- 
tling with a huge mare's-nest. 

The Attorney-General informed the 
House that he " could firmly state his 
opinion that the Act was in keeping 
with tlie law now on the Statute Books, 
and that the Revision had beeuicorrect 
in every particular." « • » " Thus 
it will be seen," continued the Attorney- 
General, "that the present case affords 
an instance of tbe accord of the Bevision 
with existing laws, and of its harmoniz- 
ing with the principles of the Kngliah 
law. It all'jrda an instance also of the 
asaurancu in tlie CommisHloner'tj report, 
that ' the aim of the consolidation 
throughout haa been to retain the spirit 
of the law as it exists, and, where 
chanpos or alterations have been made 
or suggested, they have been indicated 
in dilVerent typo, so that the LcL'islature 
can readily citiier adopt or reject 
them.' " No exception was taken to the 
Attorney-General's Statement, and that 
was the end of the matter. 

• Another statute was taken up by the 
House, and after days of fighting, and 
amendment after amendment being 
offered, waa passed practically as intro- 
duced by the Commissioner, whereupon 
tJu! House seems to have gone to the 
other extromu, and to liavo paseed 
Htalute|i reported by the Oomunseionor, 
and to have adopted his revision, with- 
out apparently even considering the im- 
j)ort of some of the changes recom- 
mended by the,Ooinmi8S!oner. This was 
liardly as it should have been, for some 

• of tlie changes were in matters of im- 
2)ortiance, and being diatjiictly indicated 



by being printed in italics' (so that they, 
could be either adopted or rejected), nt 
least should have challenged discussion. 

In one instance, at least, a change waa 
adopted, which, advisable thougix it 
might have been if publicly understood, 
waa mischievous in the extreme vvlien 
passed without the public being warned 
of the change, ; VVe. allude to thai'.Mu- 
nicipal Elections 'Aot,'" in which, for the 
purpose of giving sufficient time to pre- 
pare the voters' Hats, the bill as reported 
by the Commissioner, provided that in 
township municipalities voters should 
qualify themselves a month earlier than 
the date fixed by the then existing law. 
This- provision . waa adopted without 
comment. These facts are what the 
Times refers to as " the prompt and 
emphatic rejection of the Sommissioner'a 
suggestions by the House." 

It was felt by the House, and very 
reasonably so, that before passing the 
bulk of the Bevision there ouRht to be 
some guarantee beyond the mere opinion 
of the sole Commisaioner that the Be- 
vision was accurate and did not depart 
from the spirit of existing law. Hence 
the determination of the Government, 
when the draft woik of the Kevision was 
over, to ajjpoint a new CouimiaBion lor 
this purjjose. "But," asks the Times, 
"why should there be a revision, _and 
then a re-reviaion of this revision?" 
Could there be a more childish ques- 
tion? AVhat would ho tin; value of any 
work of this kind if left in its original 
draft state? To give accuracy, work of 
tills character mustliret be preparedand 
drafted, and then revised and re-rovised. 
The more pains spent upon a revision of 
this character the better assuranco of its 
perfection. If it is hastily and carelessly 
done it would be better to have lelt it 
undone. It is a \\ork which calls for the 
exercise of the highest professional skill. 

We venture to think our contempor- 
ary's views will not commend them- 
selves to the public. Cominon sense 
and economy could, we think, have dic- 
tated no bettor plan than that adopted 
by the Government of calling in addi- 
tional aid for the purpose, not ol doing 
what had already been done ellicicntly 
by the solo Commissioner, biitoi search- 
ing for omissions and errors which na- 
turally might bo expected in tbe most 
careful preliminary revision. The Gov- 
ernment can be safely trusted to keep 
the expense within proper limits, al- 
though, in a matter of this kind, the cost 
is secondary in comparison with the 
value of an accurate and speedily com- 
pleted work. 

THE IIA]VAIIAN' QUESTION. 

The political future of the Hawaiian 
Islands is discussed very earnestly by 
the local press. The Hawaiian Gazette 
says it is " the one absorbing question 
of the day, and will continue to bo for 
months to come." The Commercial 
.lournal is not ([uite certain us to what 
course ought to be taken, but feels that 
the time is ripe for agitation aa to the fu- 
ture for the islands because " the pres- 
,ent policy, if continued much longer, 
will place Hawaii under the power of 
Japan." This is because *tlie Japanese 
population is increasing so rapidly that 
it will soon be able to outvote all the 
other elements combined. Tlie Com- 
mercial Journal believes that an under- 
Standing exists between the British and 
American governments as to the dia- 
I)osal of the islands, and appears to pre- 
fer annexation to the British Empire 
rather tban tn the United States. 

The solution of the question would bo | 
easy enough if the Japanesu element 
were out of the way, for tlien the island- 
ers could be left to work out tbeir own 
political salvation ; but tbe prospects of 
Japan's acquiring the islands in the 
event of no action being taken either by 
Great Britain or the United States 
makes it very dillicult. (Ireat Britain 
could take possessiou oi tlie islatida if 
the people su Jeaired, and their import- 
ance would at once be greatly enhanced. 
They would form a new and important 
link in the chain whereby Britain be- 
girts the world, but they are not so im- 
portant to British interests in the Pacific 
that it is wortli while having a misun- 
ilerstauding with any power over tliem . 

It is not very clear what jirescnl ad- 
vantage the possession of tbe islands 
would be to the United States, and their 
acquisition would be a radical departure 
in American policy. The habit of some 
American writers ia to speak of them as 
though tbe islands were Bubstantinlly a 



we should say ; but wo are not so sure 
that the next generation may not point 
to some of the survivors of this one as 
we point to the survivors of the last. 

The New York and San Francisco 
papers are vicing with each other ineeu- 
aational accounts and monstrous pictures 
of the eflecta of the famine in India. 
Wliile the situation is undoubtedly very 
serious, and calls for all the aid that can 
be given, the official statomenta do uot 
bear out the frightful reports served up 
by those papers. Thegeiieioua response 
that ia being made to the requests for 
aaaiatanue, will probably enable the 
authorities to cope with the exceedingly 
difficult problem presented by the 
famine. 



The senatorial election in the State of 
Washington drags its slow len.;th along. 
Judge Turner, of Lo Roi fame, and 
Speaker Clinu, of New Whatcom, are 
tbe leading candidates in point of votes 
as yet, but it ia claimed that Senator 
Squire will dome to tbe front in the 
course of a few days. There ia some 
prospect of a deadlock. 

The Ildvelstoke Herald in a well con- 
sidered article pleads for government aid 
to a light railroad or tramway into the 
Big Bend country., It says such roads 
are built in Ireland for ^500 a mile. The 
Herald points out that the river route is 
practically availablfe or only three 
moaths in each year. 

Tiis Seattle Post-Intelligencer thinks 
it would be a uraeeftil act on the part of 

HerGriicioua Majesty to confer a knight- 
hood upon the Mayor ot thia, her nuine- 
sake, city when the jubilee honors are 
distributed.

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•IBoard of Trade Talk a Loner 
Over Methods of lucoi-- 
poratlon. 



Snggestious Made as to tlie Best 
Means of Preventing Over- 
Capitalization. 



The report of the committee on min- 
ing, held over from the quarterly meet- 
■ ing-*of the Board of Trade, was taken up 
yesterday and discussed during tlie 
whole afternoon. The speakers showed 
the difficulty of a large number of 
people, most of whom have not had any 
opportunity of posting themselves on the 
matter, trying to cOme to a common con 
elusion on any question. As it Was the 
ih'st liour was spent in trying to arrange 
how to take the rei)ort up, and it v.-as 
finally decided that while the report 
Bliould be discussed, the board won 
then refer it back to the council of ttio 
board, with the views expressed as 
guide to the council in sending their 
recommendatione to the government. 

The first provision that no mining 
companies l)e registered to do business 
in the province except tliey had been 
organized under British or Canadian 
acts oaiieed a great ileal of controversy. 

I\Ir. William Wilson made a diversion 
bv suggesting an amendment to the 
etlect tlmt no company should be formed 
to work a mineral claim unless they first 
had a crown grant of the mine. 

Major Dupout wag for going slow in 
attempting to interfere with tlie mining 
laws. Too many restrictions would 
have a mischievous eflect in keeping 
capital from coming here, without in 
reality protecting the innocent investor 
any more than at present. To compel a 
crown grant being secured was a need- 
less restriction and tlelay. He had, in- 
deed, been assured by a Mr. Tliompson, 
a government mineralogist from Aus- 
tralia, that the present mining laws of 
the province were quite, good enough. 

" You cannot make people sensible by 
legislation," was tlie opinion of iSlr. 
Nicholles. There were provisions in tlie 
•loint Stock Companies Act providing 
against fraudulent representation in a 
uiining prospectus, and the mining laws 
of tbe province were quite good enough. 
His idea was that the report should be 
laid on the table and the mining com- 
mittee thanked and discharged. What 
was the use, Mr. Nicholles wanted to 
know, of men who knew notlung about 
mining trying to bring in legislation in 
regard to a thing they knew nothing 
about. The first clause of the repot t 
Mr. Nicholles styled arbitrary, unjust 
and even tyrannical. In fact, as lie 
warmed up, Mr. Nicholles went on to de- 
scribe the idea as "going back to tbe 
dark ages." 

"Where's the tyranny?" inquired 
Mr. Joshua Davies. 

" Why?— Because it means that com- 
panies formed in the United States can't 
do business here," replied Mr. Nicholles. 

It was explained to tlie gentleman 
that that was exactly the manner that 
the United States dealt with Canadian 
mining companies now. They liad 
therefore no right to complain on that 
score. 

JMr. F. B. Pemberton, who was one of 
the mining committee, explained that 
the real reason for the clause was to 
stop, if possible, the organization of com- 
panies in foreign places, with | fictitious 
capital, for the fturpoae of doing busi- 
ness here. 

At Mr. F. B. Gregory's suggestion, it 
waa here decided, as the debate wan 
rather departing from the clause, that 
the discussion should be general, witli- 
out laying down any particular linei 

Whetlier there waa any law at present 
against over capitalisation Mr. Scaife 
did not know, but he did not see the use 
of making recommendations re tbe sub 
ject until the board knew what the laws 
already were. 

Next came an exiilanation' from Mr. 
Futcher to the ellect that that the coun- 
cil of the board had decided to forward 
the committee's report to the ^linister 
of Mines as the result of information 
gathered, rather than as a recommenda- 
tion for changes. The council had, in- 
deed, felt themselves not qualified to 
deal with the report, nor did he see how 
a much larger body, such as the board 
itself, were in any better condition to 
<Ieal with it. 

" Then the council shirks its work," 
was the remark of Mr. Wm. Wilson, 
" for they seem to have just taken the 
report from the committee, stuck it in 
an envelope and shijjped it to the gov- 
ernment." 

" It has not gone yet," volunteered the 
president. " It waa thought too impor- 
tant to deal with hurriedly, and that 
was the reason it waa brought here for 
discussion," 

By this time the meeting bad been 
going for an hour and a half withi the 
first clause not dealt with, hut now the 
members got down to business and ap- 
proved of the clause. 

A suggestion was made by Mr. H. Car- 
niicliaei, the result lie exiilained of the 
opinions of a number of experienced 
mining men, that companies should not 
be allowed to increase their capital after 
incorporation without paying tlio in- 
creased tax. This Bu^jgestion came up 
over the discussion of tlie jiroposal that 
a graduated scale of fees bo charged for 
incorporation. 

The time was now getting along and 
the members showed a disposition toad 
journ, when Mr. Thos. Earle, M.P., 
made a short speech, which revived the 
waning interest. It waa the duty of the 
government, be maintained, to st^p in 
and make every company show 
that they bad a liberal amount of 
capital. Mining companies from the 
Stales, or anywliero else, who come here 
to operate were dealing with the assets 
of the province and the least they could 
<lo waa to organize under our laws. It 
waa no hardship; it waa only right, too, 
that the government should see that 
people were not gulled by companies 
.'with fictitious capital. He knew of one 
.i;(huge advertisement he had seen east of 
''ia- 'mining company that had not even 
inpney enough to pay for its printing, 
■vand the publishora had to take stock to 
pay themselves. The province had a 
• right' trfgetlttll it;. coijld out of its assets, 
and he believed , in impressing on the 
government tbe desirability of dealing 
witli these tbatters at the coming ses- 
sion. 

The rest of 'the report was then gone 



through quickly. Mr. Carmichael made 
the suggestion that the shareholders of 
a company should have the right to 
appoMitan auditor independent of the 
directors to report to tliem if they de- 
sired, and their suggestion was that 
whereas it was advisable that some state- 
ment should be published periodically 
by c6mpaniea, too many details should 
not ha insisted on, as that would be an 
interference with private rights. _ 

These were the principal modifications 
suggested, and the meeting broke up 
sliortly before o'clock. 

THK FAMINE IN INDIA. 

Difricultles of Affording .Relief LiglUer Than 
Former 'Years— Plague Still Spread- 
ing—Alarm in IMarseiiles. 

London, Jan. 20.— A despatch from 
Kolhapur says that the reports sent out 
to England and the United States of the 
acute famine said to exist in the South 
ern Maharshtra have been somewhat 
exaggerated. A scarcity of grain does 
prevail in the extreme Eastern, portion 
of the region, but the people were able 
to escape want by migrating, most of 
them to the fertile Kanion plains and 
elsewhere, wliero the shortness of the 
grain sujiply is not fult. Rico also is 
plentiful and means and measures for 
the relief of the hungry are pronounced 
adequate where needed. 

The ^Maharajah, in an interview on tlie 
prospects of liia people escaping; atarva 
lion, said his state expected a famine 
every live years and were, therefore, not 
altogether taken unawarea or unpro 
vided when it came. They were jiro 
pared, he aaid, to spend five lakha o 
rupees for relief in his territorj'. The 
British resident confirmed the statement 
of the Maharajah, adding that the relief 
organization waa moat efiicient and that 
the ditliculties from famine and of secur 
ing and distributing relief were ligliter 
than in former famines. The resident 
Biimnied up liis views as follows: "My 
observation has been, in travelling over 
the whole western country, that the 
famine ia not severe there, though it may 
increase towards June. But in the dis- 
tricts in which I have travelled, I have 
not heard of a single death from starva- 
tion." 

The oflicial report from the Governor- 
General of the famine outlook in India 
eaya that from one to three inches of 
rain has fallen in the Punjaub, except 
in the Delhi district, and light showers 
elsewhere. There is a slight fall in prices 
in Northern Punjaub, while elsewhere 
they are stationary. 

Mabseillks, Jan. 2G. — The alarm 
caused by the nine sudden deaths in one 
street here on Saturday, which was fol- 
lowed by the report that they were due 
to the plague which ia ravaging Bombay, 
has suhsided to a greafcexteiit, owing to 
the firm stand taken by the government 
officials. They most emphatically insist 
that all the deaths were due to intectious 
pneumonia. The scare, however, lias 
had a good eli'ect in making tlie author- 
ities redouble their ell'orts to guard 
against the introduction of the plague 
through any of the ports designated for 
the landing of mercliandise from India. 



MEETING AT ROSSLAND. 

Mr. Kellie Discusses Affairs With His 
Constituents— Another Repre- 
sentative 'Wanted. 

RossLAND, Jan. 24. — Mr. J. M. Kellie, 
jM.P.P. for this district, who has been 
visiting Rossland in preparation for the 

coining session, by request met a num- 
ber of the mining brokars at tlie oflice of 
Wm. Bennison i.*c Co., on Thursday even- 
ing. Their lirst suggestion was that all 
persons selling mining stocks on com- 
mission shouUt bv iuw be re(iuired to 
pay a license. Mr. Kellie said : " It 
you can uuHranieB mo that it is not to 
secure the lormation of a close corpora- 
tion, and that you will not cinch 
the public, I may be induced to 
favor such a law." The chief discussion 
of the evening arose on the sugnesiiun 
that there should bo some shorter period 
than one year aet for doing aEKesament 
work on prospects, upon which Mr. 
I'Cellie said: "I tiave run across few 
raining men -who are not speculators, and 
few prospectors take uji claims to work 
them. I do not see how the law can be 
amended to any advantage in that re- 
spect." Jlr. .Kellie promised to support 
the proposal for the incorporation of 
Rossland, and spoke in favor of having 
more municipal government and less dir- 
ect provincial control throughout the 
province. Tlie subject of taxation of in- 
corporated companies created consider 
able discussion. Mr. Kellie aaid tlia' 
at the coming session an elTort would 
be made to restrict the amount of cap- 
ital stock of companies, as it was not 
in the interests of the country that 
large conii)aiiies be floated on iirobable 
wildcats. A comiiiitteu of five was ap- 
pointed to prepare a record of the mo- 
tions carried at the meeting and formu- 
late a petition to the legislature embrac- 
ing tliem. It is understood that the 
committee will act with any other com- 
mittee appointed by any body of Ross- 
land citizens. Mr. Kellie advised a 
petition to the government for a repre- 
sentative of this end of the district. He 
saiil this section deserves more recog- 
nition from the government, and lie fett 
reasonably sure that it was possible for 
the creation of a new -district by next 
year, and Kootenay would then have 
aiiotiier voice in tbe House.

The railway meeting in the city hall 
last night resulted in the adoption of the 
following resolution, which was moved 
by Aid. McGregor and seconded by Aid. 
McCandless. 

" That whereas it has been proved that 
immense deposits of gold, siis-er and other 
minerals e.xist and are l)eing yirolitably 
worked in the Kootenays, the lioundary 
Crt-i'k and Siniilkanic-oii " river iiortions ol 
the iircivinei', as well as there bciiij^ a f,M-eal 
deal of lirsl-class aj^rienitural ami f;ni^i"K 
lands, niaoli of wbieh is occupied by farm- 
ers ; and whereas there are tens of thoti- 
santls of miners now employed in the get- 
ting of ores from the parts herein named ; 
and whereas the present means of trniis- 
jiortation are not commensimte with the re- 
qiiiremeatsof this large mining iiopulatioii, 
iioreven convenient in the general trans- 
action of business; thereby retanling to a 
groat extent the development which would 
olher\vi?(! take jilace : And whereas, it has 
been denuinstrated by a coniiietent engi- 
neer, who lias closely examined the pro- 
posed roate, with the object of constructing 
a shorter line of railway, via ot Hope, 
i-imilkamecn. Kettle lliver and Grand 
Forks, so as to reach the mining centres of 
Kootenay, and has pronounced it iitiite 
feasible : And wliereas, in the best interest 
of these industries and those who follow 
them, it is absolutely necessary that a line 
of railway should be built at the earliest 
possible inoiiient to connect Kootenay by 
way 111' Boundary ('rerk country and llolje 
wilii the Coast cities : 

" Therefore lie it resolved, That this 
nieetin;,' i'ni|)liatieally urge upon the Uoin- 
iiiion ami I'roviiicial governments that sou 
stantial aiil should be given to the ' \'an- 
couver. Victoria, Eastern Itailway and 
Navigation Company,' to enable tlie com- 
pany to iiroceed at gnce with the viwrU 
herein set forth ; and that a copy of this 
resolution, signed bj' the Mayor, as cliiiir- 
niaii, and by the Secretary, and be forward- 
ed to the Dominion and Local governments, 
as well as to each member representing 
this city and district, in both the House of 
Commons and Local Legislature." 

When the Mayor called the meeting 
to order the City Hall was crowded to 
the doors and it was only at eleven that 
adjournment was reached owing to the 
numerous speakers on the programme. 
On the platform were Hon. J. H. Tur- 
ner, Senators Mucdonald and Mclnnes, 
Hon. Col. Prior, >LP. ; Messrs. Thomas 
Earlo, M.P.; H. liostock, M.I'. ; R. P. 
Rithet, M. P.P. : D. K.Ker; C. A. Shaw, 
the engineer of the Vancouver, Victoria 
A Eiistern Railway : Robert Wood and 
J. McConnell, of Greenwood; A. L. liel- 
yea. Aids. McGregor and McCaiidle s, 
and Dr. Milne, one of the chief promo- 
ters of the road. 

Mayor Redfern in opening the meet- 
ing remarked that the whole of the 
Southern Kootenay trade under present 
conditions would be lost to the Coast iin- 
le:-s some iiie.u.a weie devised for mure 
direct ciiiiiniuniculiuu. It was only fair 
thai the province should reap the benefit 
ol the great inininfc industry that was 
growing up iu the interior. 

Mr. J. INlcConnell, of Greenwood City, 
was introduced and very briefly bore tes- 
timony to the immense raining resources 
there that could only he (levelojied by 
direct railway communication. 

He was followed by Mr. Kobt. Wood, 
another of the delegation which hati 
come from tt e Boundary Creek coutitry, 
who longed to see the whole people of 
the jirovince pulling together for the 
common good. Mr. Wooil, to show lii.i 
position, read a resolulion passed by the 
Boundary Oieek Jlining and Conmiercial 
Association, reBolving that he, and 
Meesra. R. Smailes and Thos. McDon- 
nell should proceed to Victoria for the 
furtlierance of the scheme of railway 
couimunication with the district. He 
concluded a brief speech by saying to the 
audience, " I'nion, and get a move on." 

Next came Mr. C. IShaw, who last 
)'ear bad made the cxjiloratory survey 
for the proposed Vancouver, Victoria A 
I'Jastern Railway from Point Roberts to 
some point on the Columbia river. The 
line from Point Roberts to Hope, he 
said, runs llirough the Delta 
and Chilliwaek tliftricts and meets with 
no "crious engineering dillicuUies. In 
the lloiu! niountairia he fodnd a satisfac- 
tory pas.s, and from there east found a 
good line down the wide valleys of the 
Tulameiie and Similkanieen rivers and 
one of the tributaries of the latter to 
Peuticton, on Okanagan lake. From the 
Okanogan valley the line crossed over to 
tiie east to the Hue valley of Kettle river, 
which it follows down to Boundary 
creek, and up the latter to the North 
Fork of Kettle river, and down the latter 
to its junction with th(^ main stream, 
thence following the valley of the latter 
east to Cliristena creek, where it turns 
to the north and (!ast, and works its way 
through a riiL'geil but highly mineral- 
ized range of inountaiuH to the Columbia 
river about I'lo inilea in all. 

The greater jiortiou of the line would 
be of easy construction, there would be 
of course some heavy work in places, but 
the cost of tlie line will be much less 
than an equal length of the C. P. li. 
through the mountains, while the grades 
at no point on the line would excSed one- 
half those the C. F. B. has to contend 
'ivitb, and the absence of snow and rock 
slides will make the line much easier to 
operate. 

In reply to Hon. Col. Prior, Jtr. .Slinw 
stated that ho had found a feasible route 
through the i^opo mountains, and that 
there were no grades more than 2 or 2jj 
per cent, and no tunnelling was required. 
Tlie length of the road would De 425 
miles, and the cost was estimated at 
.*12, 000,000. 

Mr. A. L. Belyea expressed himself 
while not in favor of government 



ownership of railways, in favor 
of government suporvision. He hoped 

that the Dominion and Provincial gov- _ ^ 

ernmenls would both see to it ihht lehoved every man, rich or poor, to jut 



if the road was built the company could 
not transfer it to the CP. R. for opera- 
tion. He did not think that this was 
the only line of railway that liemanded 
attentio.n to-day, for there was in the 
northern part" of the province as well as 
the southern mineral that would make 
this province great, and without which 
their agricullunVl resources could not 
amount to wliat they otherwise would. 

Dr. G. L. Milne explained that the 
Fraser Valley railway and the Vancou- 
ver & Kootenay raihvtvy had joined 
forces to ask for a charter. The idea 
was to have a ferry from Sidney to Port 
Roberts, and he hoped when this road 
was built a passenger could leave Vic- 
toria at 7 iu the morning and rea'ch 
RoEsland at midnight. Ho for one was 
((uito willing that the government 
should have control of the railway, and 
his iutention was to see it independent 
of the C.P.R. The route was not a difh- 
cult one, no grade being over two or two 
and a half per cent. If tlie Crow's Neat 
Pass road was built the trade would be 
diverted to the East, unless the people 
of British CoUunbia had a road to tlio 
Coast. Ho was glad that the people of 
British Columbia were united in pressing 
on the Dominion and local governments 
the desirability of this road, and he be- 
lieved it would be built in two years. 

Mr. D. R. Ker, president of the board 
of tr.ide, was only too pleased to speak 
on a jiroposition which no one was more 
eager to see carried oat than he was. 
The value of the Kootenay trade was in- 
stanced by the growth of the City of 
Sjiokane to-day. Now if ia was possi- 
ble to bring Kootenay in touch with the 
Coast he would bo delighted to see it 
accoiiiplished. INlr. Shaw had told them 
that the lino was (piite feasible, and he 
was sure Mr. Shaw would not say that 
unless he was ])repared to back it up. 
The next thing was how was that road 
to be constructed. Ho had ho[ied to 
hear to-nighi from Dr. Milne how ilwas 
projiosed to do this. The line must be 
constructed at the lowest possible cost, 
and must carry, freight at the lowest 
poaaible rate. If it camfe down to a de- 
mand that the government was to be 
asked to guarantee tbo whole cost, then 
he was in favor of the government doing 
the building themselves. Knowing the 
immense wealth of that district it was 
the part of the government to take up a 
vigoro;!^ railway policy. 

Dr. Milne, in explanation to Mr. Ker, 
stated that the promoters nad to meet 
the Provincial and Dominion gov- 
ernments to see what form of 
assistance they weie prepared to give. 
For his part ho was opposed to a land 
crant. He believed if the road could be 
built by money borrowed at 3 or S}4 per 
cent, on the guarantee of the govern- 
ment that would be the most economical 
method that could be pursued. The 
proDosition he would insist on was to 
build the road in the cheapest possible 
way, giving the government control of 
the rates. 

Aid. McGregor then moved the above 
resolution, seconded by Aid. McCantl- 
lesa. 

Aid. McCandless in seconding the 
resolution, ailid he believed it to be in 
the greate."t interest of the people of 
British Columbia. Knowing the interior 
country as he did, he was sure that 
the road would from the time it was built 
pay interest on the cost. The road 
would be a boon to the Eraser river 
country, which would be able to ship in 
all the agricultural produce that could 
be raised. This road, too, owing to its 
shortness, would bo tt great thing fo the 
Coast, giving as it would greater facili 
ties for travel than " over the present 
routes. The meeting to-night was more 
for saying that such a road should he 
built than how it was to bo built. He 
believed in government control of the 
road and hoped that personalities and 
politics would not be brought up in thia 
matter, but that all the people would 
pull together for the common good. 

Hon. J. H. Turner, upon being asked 
to speak, remarked that he bad received 
an invitation the previous evening to be 
present and express his views. 
It was a difficult thing in so short a 
time to prepare any elaborate speech, 
on iio iuijiortant a subject. He would 
say at once that the government were 
iinuressed with the inijiortance of build- 
ing great public works for the develop- 
ment of the country, and the most im- 
portant of these weie the railways. He 
might mention that, directly or in- 
directly, there were before the govern- 
niant applications Iroui railwiivB for 
guaranteea of -1 per cent, on .fU), 000, 000. 
Thia very fact alio wed that the government 
must investigate each of these roads 
very carefully, and it would require the 
greatest exercise of good judgment to 
say which was the most important for 
the province. He lecognized that the 
road they were now speaking of was a 
very important one, and there was still 
another road which bethought would do 
more good to the province than 
thia one. He could in a very 
few words ])oint out .some very 
important lines, one that wonlil ojieii 
up the Cariboo country. There was also 
an application for more northerly lines 
in the ^'ulif)ll country wiiose trade could 
be captured by the Coast cities, and 
more particularly by Victoria. With 
all this in view, it was the duty of 
the government to assist the rail- 
ways in the beat way possi- 
ble. In looking at this question the 
province, tie inigiit point out was in a 
dill'ereut position than if it bad control 
of the customs duties and internal rev- 
enue. The taxpayers of British Colum- 
bia paid into tlie provincial treasury f8, -10 
jier beau, ho showed, while tlioy paid to 
tlie Dominion .$18.00. Therefore it was 
evident that the Dominion beneiited 
more s|)eedily from the increato of poji- 
illation than did the jirovince iti-elf, and 
it was, tlierefore, only right that the 
Doiiiiiiion should assist the province in 
building railways, and the people of the 
province should back the guvernnient up 
in having the Dominion subsidize rail- 
ways. He mentioned incidentally that 
that day he had received word from 
London that British Columbia stock was 
selling for 102 ex dividend, really mak- 
ing the price 103>^, That' would show 
the favorable condition in which the 
provincial credit stood in the money 
marketp of the world. The premier 
also mentioned the mineral tax, saying 
that the mines should pay their 
fair share to the revenue cf the 
country, and remarked that this was 
recognized by the leading mining men 
tliemselvea. In concluding, he riimnrked 
that the province imiBt keep witlim its 
poBBibilities, but, backed up by the Do- 
minion Government, lie hardly kiicw 
where those possibilities ended. (.Ap- 
plause.) 

Hon. Col. Prior, M. P., thought tl at 
thia railway was a matter that i p- 
nealed to everyone in the province, it 



his shoulder to the wheel and put Vic- 
toria where she should be. In tliis mat- 
ter no politics should bo talked, but 
Liberal and Conservative should work 
for the benefit oE the city and the pro- 
vince at larue. (Applause.) Astheiire- 
vious speakers showed the province had 
the ehance of a life time. It was not for 
him to say what the provincial govern- 
ment would do, and it was not for him 
to say what the Dominion government 
would do, but ho would say that 
any measure wiiich the Liberal govern- 
ment broughtin for the benefit of British 
Columbia would have his hearty support. 
People in the East when they saw a 
little gold coming out of the mountains 
ifrbuld do their beat to get some ot that 
gold themselves. They would Oi their 
level best to have the Crow's Nest Pass 
road built, and built it would bo; and if 
there was no road from ICootemiy to the 
Coast the cities here might siiy good- 
bye to the trade. Ho pointed out that 
they must not forget that there was | 
another road that would bo of even 
greater benefit — the road that Mr. Rithet 
hoped to see built. If good schemes are 
put before the government he felt sure 
they would do their best for both roads, 
and ho would say the same of 
the Dominion government. Ho would 
do his very best for British Columbia 
in the. House at Ottawa to see that as- 
eistance was given for B. 0. roads, and 
he closed by impressing on every man 
in the province to do Jiis best for the 
country. 

Mr. Thomas Earle, M.P., who fol- 
lowed, claimed that by right we on the 
Coast should be in a iiosition to share in 
the benefits of the Kootenay trade, and 
the only way to do this was by the con- 
struction of a road aoiiiething such aa 
was spoken of to-night. It therefore 
bidiooved the Coast jieoplo to aeo that 
this trade was secured before it was 
taken away in another direction. He 
was jjleased to hear from Hon. Mr. Tur- 
ner that the policy of the govern- 
ment 'was towards a progressive 
railway policy. At the same 
time, as the Kootenay road Was being 
considered, they must not Ioeo sight of 
thejlact there was another road of par- 
amount importance to the Coast— the 
railway through the northern portion of 
the province. He promised hia sup- 
port in parliament to any railroad for 
the benefit of British ■ Columbia, and 
was glad to hear that the present Dom 
inioii irovernnient were going to reverse 
the policy they pursued when they were 
lorinerly in power, and do their best 
to open up the West. There was a great 
deal in the jiointthat Hon. Mr. Turner 
made, that any help that the Dominion 
gave should be in greater ratio than the 
local government should be e.Kpected to 
give, and ho would for one urge 
it on them to render assistance 
towards the development of the prov- 
ince. He was more than pleased to hear 
from Mr.. Shaw a statement that had 
been contradicted by the minister of 
marine and fisheries when He was here 
— that there was a feasible route through 
the Hope mountains, and now that thia 
route was found feasible no time should 
be h^st in building tlie road. 

Mr. ]{. P. Rithet was fully in accord 
with having greater railway facilities 
with the interior in all parts of the 
province. This road commended itself to 
liim to a greater extent than he had 
anticipated it would. The time had ar- 
rived when Boraething must be done, 
and it was the duty of the Government 
to put the necessary steps for building 
these roads in active operation at once. 
Whether these roads were to be under 
private or under government ownership 
• ml not matter so long as they were un- 
dertaken immediately. The develop- 
ment of Kootenay would go on doubling 
for years to come, and under such con- 
ditions he could not see how there ahotild 
bo any more delay. He had some mis- 
givings as to whether it would eo greatly 
benefit the Fraser valley by connecting 
it with the upper country, for, ho point- 
ed out, that in the interior of the Stales 
to the south they had a surplus of farm 
produce which they could ship to the 
eoutherii interior of the province cheap- 
ly. There was one special reason, how- 
ever, for immediate action, and that was 
to get as (luickly as possible railway 
communication with Boundary creek, 
before th.e Americans got a hold on the 
market. This could be done by the im- 
mediate construction of the portion of 
the road from Penticton east to Bound- 
ary creek. That would give communi- 
cation by way of the C.P.H. to .Sicamous 
then by the Shuswap & OkaiiaL'an to 
Vernon, then by water to Pentic- 
ton and by rail to Boundary creek. 
Wiiile we nid an enormoua countiy 
and only a part of it opened uji, it seem- 
ed a <)uestion whether it was prudent to 
give two lines when there was one line 
already to Rossland. They must not 
forget that while Rossland was a v(!ry 
important point, Revelstoke, or some 
[ilace in the Slocan, might turn out just 
as important. He mentioned this for 
information and not from a desire to 
throw cold water on their scheme. 
There was no nse blinding themselves to 
the fact of Spokane's position, and the 
only thing the Coast Cities could hope to 
do was to secure such business aa prices 
and businesa iiriiiciples would 
enable them to secnrc. He 
thouglit some geiitiral raihvay pol- 
icy Hbould be taken up liy the gov- 
ernnient. Instead of a wagon road, a 
railway shou'id be built from Penticton 
into the Boundary Creek country. Ho 
went on to iioint out that while the Do- 
minion government were taking $.SD0,0UO 
out of the province over thei'- expendi- 
ture here it seemed to him that 
it only wanted decided actidn 
on the partof the proyincial government 
to get. the Dominion government to 
come forward and assist to build theee 
railways that were so urgently needed. 
Ho hoped that when the scheme for this 
railway did come before the legislature 
it would be so reasonable that it 
could be supported. lie would say 
plainly, however, that if more was asked 
than half the cost in guarantees or cash 
that it would bo better for the govern- 
ment to undertake the work themselves. 

Mr. Rithet touched next briefly on the 
British Pacific. That scheme had lain 
dormant fora year, but he had mean whi lo 
np.t been idle. He ha,d now so en- 
deavored tq modify it that it wonlil com- 
mend itself to the government, and when 
it did come up, and if a public meeting 
had to bo called, he. hoped the people 
would stay by tliijir first love under all 
circumstances. 

Mr, H. Dallas Ilelmcken, M.P.P,, 
wliD spoke briefly, said the scheme was 
one that deserved careful attention. 
They had come here to listen to the pol- 
icy of tl e provincial government, and it 
was all very well to say they must look 
to the Dominion government first, but 
at the same time it was paramount lor

such encouragement as would place the 
promoters in a position to ko be- 
fore the money markets of the 
world. The time was ripe for imme- 
diate action, and from what they had 
heard to-aigbt> he believed it would be 
very profitable for the provincial gov- 
ernment, to open another portfolio — a 
minister of railw^S. He was entirely 
in accord with the remarks made bylMr. 
Rithet, that whenever any railway pro- 
ject for the benefit of the province came 
before them it would have his entire eu- 
dorsation. „ 

Mr. 11. Bostock, M.P., spoke in favor 
of the railway develojiment of British 
Columbia. The most important part 
that this railway would open up was the 
Boundary Creek country, lie believed. 
That was one of the strongest points in 
favor of that raihvay. He quite agreed 
with Jlr. Rithet that a railway policy 
should be formulated by the provincial 
government for the whole province and 
to develop the province in a systematic 
way. He was quite, sure that the Do- 
minion government would be only too 
willing to come to their assistance and 
do all that they could. 

Mr. John Grant, with the assistance 
of a pointer and a map, showed the ad- 
vantages and resources of the route, and 
drew an eloquent verbal picture of the 
time when the snort of the iron horse 
would induce the sound of the stamp- 
mill by every brookside, and the smoke 
of the smelter would curl skyward. 

The motion was about to he put when 
Mr. A. H. Scaife moved in amendment, 
seconded by Mr. Howard Chapman, that 
" the road bo built by the Koverument 
aa a provincial uiulertaking." 

The chairman decided that this was 
not an ameiKlnieut, but a substantive 
motion, so the main resolution was put 
and was carried with — one diaaent. Mr. 
Seaife thereupon withdrew his motion 
and the meetin}; adjourned.
